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Our. Roads. 
At Taw season of the year, anyone 
who. travele mach over the rosda 
through this section of the country, w 
very strongly impressed wittr the fact 
that our roads are far from being what 
they should ot might be. Of course 
this ia due to varions causes. In many 
sections (ho roads are largely dependent 
on the statute labor, and where the 
settlers are scattered this is vory inad- 
equate‘even when faithfully dune, but 


we think that generally moro and bet- 
ter work could be doné by abolishing 
the system of statute labor and doing 
the ,work by contract. Most people 
seom to think when they are doing 
_ ptatulo labor they are working for noth- 
ing and so the less they can do the 
better. Another difficulty connected 
with statute labor is that many of the 
masters do not understand their 
i and therefore much of the 
labor done ia next to uselcas. The 
chief mistake ono observes is that the 
roads are too wide and flat. There is 
no necessity of grading country roads 
twenty or twenty-five feet wide. It is 
far Better to ® them higher, narrow- 
er and rounder so that the water can— 
not lie so readily on them. The nar- 
rower the road the lees labor required 
in grading, so that even on that score 
it is a great saving. Roads flatten 
down soon enough without being made 
so at the begi . Another mistake 
which one observes is that of covering 
stones or tools of stumps with 
a few shovel-fuls of earth. This also 
is worse than useless for in a few weeks 
at most, hoavy loads will cut through 
this and leave the stones and atumps as 
they were before, _Anvther very 
thoughtless mistake which we have 
sometimes observed is that of cutting a 
ditch on the lower side of the road on a 
hill side, while at the same time the 
ditch on the upper side, if there was 
any, was #o shallow that it alldwed the 
water of the hillsideto run down over 
the road. 

With more care in doing work and 
more economy in spending the govern- 
ment grants obtained from time to time 
we think that the roads through the 
country might be very much improved 
in a fow years. This is a matter in 
which we are all interested and should 
do our best to bring about a remedy.

Electricity on the Farm. 


While the use of cece Ag farming 
and for horticultural purposes not pass- 
ed beyond the experimental stage in most 
foreign lands, some important results in 
these fields have been reached by the late 
Sir William Siemens, of England, the de- 
tails of which have been set forth in a re- 
port to the department of state. The ex- 
periments of Siemens were for the purpose 
of ascertaining the effects of electric | 


ights 
upon the growth of yes and the develop. 
ment of blooms and fruit. According to 
the report the experiments were exhaustive 
and among the important results arrived at 
were the following: That plants do not ap- 
pear to require a period of rest during the 
twenty-four hours of the day, but make in- 
creased and vigorous progress if subjected 
during daytime to sunlight, and during the 
— to electric light. SThat the radiation 
of heat from powerful electric arcs can be 
made available to counteract the effect of 
night frost. That while under the influence 
of electeic light plants can sustain in- 
creased stove heat without collaps- 
ing—a circumstance favorable to forcing by 
electric light. That the light is efficacious 
in hastening the development of flowers and 
fruits. The flowers produced by its aid 
are remarkable for intense coloring, and the 
fruit for both bloom and aroma without ap- 
nt augmentation of the saccharine con- 
stituents. There were other deductions of 
technical value, but the foregoing embrace 
those of public interest. That the electric- 
al light has been shown to have a distinct

ROYAL CONNTasIOVERS EEreRT. 


Statistics ef Industry and Flaance ef the 
United Kingdom. 

The latest statistics gathered for the 
Royal Commission of Labor of the United 
Kingdom, recently presented by the com- 
oer and classifiers, and seon to be pub- 
ished as the fifth volume of the series of 
reports on the industries of the kingdom, 
contain much interesting information con- 
cerning the av erate of w , and the 
total carnlngpand savings of the workin 

le of Great Britain and Ireland, an 
the losses by strikes and lockouta, together 
with much of general interest about in- 
comes, investments, and savin of the 
country in general. In the final compila- 
tion and classification for publication the 
statistics are to be compared with similar 
data from other countries, where it is avail- 
able. At present the Commission has not 
been able to secure much information of 
this kind from foreign countries. 

There are employed in regular industry 
in the United Kingdom, in round numbers, 
7,300,000 men, 2,500,000 women, 1,700,000 
tales under 15 years of age, and 1,200,000 
girls, a total of 13,900,000 persons, Thirty- 
three separate occupations are enumerated 
in the returns which aggregate these fig- 
ures, but in presenting the figures the As- 
sistant Secretary of the Board of Trade 
regretted ‘‘that the stasistics had not been 
extended to the lower middle classes,” 
which makes rather indeterminate the pre- 
cise value of the figures. Probably they 
refer to all trades and manual ocenpations, 
the higher grades of clerks and special 
workers not being classified, although this 
was not distinctly stated. The total 
amount of wages paid yearly is about £633, - 
000,000, or about £48 per head for men, 
women, and children. li the figures have 
been specially gathered during the past 

ear, and are practically up to date of the 

inning of this year. 

e normal wages of men inthe thirty-three 
occupations enumerated average 24s. 7d, 
per week, or £64 a year; of women, 12s. 
Sd. a week, £32 108. « year; boys, 9s. 2d. 
weekly, £23 Ss. yearly; girls, 7s, 4d. week- 
ly, £18 avear. Sixty per cent. receive 
wages of 20s, to 30s. a week, and of the re- 
mainder five per cent. earn under 20s, « 
week, the rest over 308, Buildirg trades 
average about £70 a year, agricultural lab- 
orers in England about £39 a year. On 
railroads there is not much change appar- 
ent in the averages of pay between 1886 and 
1892, although in some few particular divi- 
sions there is a great upward change. Out 
of 314,000 men employed on railroads in 
1892 8,400 received less than lis. a week, 
124.000 from 15s. to 208,, 139,000 from 20s. 
to 308., 21,000 from 30s. to 35s., and the 
rest over 35s. a week. Most of those classi- 
fied between lis, and 20s, receive wages 
near the latter figure. Domestic servants, 
say the figures, arein the aggregate better 
remunerated than women in other employ- 
ment,, In domestic service the wage is 
£50 @ year, while in other employments it 
is only £32. Of course averages include the 
very high and very low, and in this partieu- 
lar may be misleading as to the bulk of the 
class. 

Returns from savings banks and like in- 
stitutions show that the savings of the 
working classes amount to £6,200,000 a year. 
This is exclusive of the amount invested in 
friendly societies and {n furniture, which, 
it is estimated, would represent quite an 
equal amount, bringing the total to £12,400, 
000 a year. The totallannual income of the 
United Kingdom is about £1,400,000,000. 
and out of this the estimated savings 
amount to £240,000,000. The amount of in- 
come received from foreign investments, 
railways, national debts, and the like is 
estimated a+ from £80.000,000 te £100,000. 
OC0. 

In 1891 the loss of wages on account of 
strikes and lockouts was quite £1,500,000, 
In another year the loss was £1,292,000, 
This is a fraction of 1 per cent. of the total 
of wages earned yearly. The total mem- 
bership of trades unions is 817,000 in a 
working population of over 13,000,000. 

Comparisons between present rates of 
wages and those of former times are dif- 
ficult. Fifty years ago nearly half the work- 
ing class population of Great Britain and 
Ireland were agricultural laborers. Now 
less than one fifth are employed in agricul- 
ture, with Ireland included ; possibly only 
one-eighth are now so employed. The 
average wa in 1868, according to one 
reliable statistician of that day, were £33 

head; the present rate is £48 per 

ead. Comparative statistics of other 
countries were not available when these 
were pisee to the Commissioner, but it was 
stated that in France the average earnin 
of the working classes are much less than in 
Great Britain, while in America the average 
is much higher. 

Imagination playa a not unimportant 

rt in the affairs of labor in Great Britain. 

he number of immigrants who came to 
Great Britain in 1891 intending to stay in 
the country was 21,000, including a great 
many Russian and Polish Jews. In 1892 
the number was 4,000 less, and the figures 
available for this year show a still greater 
reduction compared with the same period 
last year. Wages are lowered in some 
trades by these immigrants, but only a few 
trades seem to be so affected. Still the 
matter is an important one, and is being 
carefully considered, with a view to stop- 
ping undesirable immigration. 

hen this volume of statistics is complet- 
ed and published it will be a mine of in- 
teresting industrial information. It will 
treat of both employers and employed, 
wages among all classes of workers, and 
comparisons with other lands; trades 
unions and cause and effect in strikes and 
lockouts, sweating, profit sharing, hours of 
labor, wages and cost of production, and a 
great maze of similar master.

ew Triumphs of Surgery. 


A new thing in the surgical world isa 
curious brass button recently designed by a 
surgeon for the purpose of joining together 
two ends of an intestine that has been cut 
The button consists of two parts, into 
which an end of the intestine is fastened. 
When the two parts are pressed together 
between the thumb and forefinger they are 
caught by a spring and held in place. Then 


the intestine grows together, an opening.

Another recent discovery in surgery is a 
new needle with an automatic spring eye 
which disappears when passing throug the 
tissues and reappears when the pressure is 
removed, . The eye is sprung iato a slot on 
the concave side of the needle near its point. 
It is the invention of a prominent surgeon 
who aimed to secure a stronger needle with 
an eye which would carry a thread without 
tearing the tissue, 

The constant aim of surgery is to reduce 
the rate of mortality in certain dangerous 
operations, and with this object experi- 
ment is going on all the while. ese 
experiments are often continued for a long 

riod of time upon the dead body before 

ing once tried on a living subject. This 
was the case with a new operation which 
was tried for the first time in NewYork, 
This operation, which is just now excitin 
the attention of the surgical world, is ‘cal 
ed symphyseotomy, and it is said 
less dangerous than 
the one for which it was sup- 
posed to bea substitute. It was intend- 
ed to take the place of the improved 
Caesarian operation. Symphyseotomy con- 
sists of _—— the bones of the pelvis, It 
was tried twice in Philadelphia since the 
first operation of the kind in America 
which took place in NewYork, and it was 
not followed by any disastrous resulx, In 
the record of all the cases here and in 
Europe since this operation was introduced 
the mortality is lower than the Caesarian 
method, and it is hoped it may be perfect- 
ed so asto dispense with the latter alto- 
gether, 

The frotection of the eyes after the per- 
formance of an operation for cataract is an- 
other matter to which attention has recent- 
ly been drawn by accidents happening 
when these organs are in a delicate condi- 
tion; for at least two weeks after this 
operation has been performed it is very 
necessary that the eyes should not be 
touched, With this object in view an 
oculist has designed a pair of wire shields 
to be worn like a pair of spectacles, and to 
be kept on day and night until all danger 
of injury is over. 

Oculists have recently been trying a rew 
anesthetic made from the leaves of the 
small-leaved cocoa of Java. It is closely 
related to atropine, and with it, it is said,

The French really hate the Ger- 
mane harder than they did twenty years ago, 
and are beginning to hate us too, who have 
nothing todo with that quarrel, and the 
Italians also, as if peace had only enriched 
their general fund of malignity. The Ger- 
mans are hardly better, though they are less 
fussy, and inclined to spend more of their 
bottled ire upon the Russians, whom they 
attack, we are told, in whole series of 
publications which we never see, As for the 
Kussians, the peace does not make them love 
the Germans one whit better, or the Aus- 
trians whom the whole Russian army would 
eagerly attack, more eagerly than they woald 
have done before the peace Began.

Thero was a want of united 
action on the part of the temperance men 
which was to be regretted. In 1888 
Mr. F. 8. Spence declared that the Leg- 
islature was fully informed upon the 
question of prohibition and did not re- 
quire any further light. Yet that gentle- 
man now wanted a plebiscite. He had 
turned around and at the present-time 
supported the Local Government in the 
opposition they were offering to prohib- 
ition. He submitted that it was a great 
mistake to have the vote on the plebiecite 
taken at the municipal elections. -If the 


loge was to replace Mr, Marters 
ill he should vote against it. It was 


childish to say that if the retail sale of 
liquor only was abolished that people 
would take drink to their homes. _Li- 
quor was forbidden to be sold at present 
between 6 o'clock on Saturday night and 
6 o'clock on the following Monday, but 
no such result followed. Much criticism 
had wed upon the Dominion 
Government. He respectfully reminded 
the supporters of the Government that 
they were considering something before 
the Ontario Legislature, and not what 
had taken place at Ottawa.

Latest Nevelty im Firearms, 


The ental wire gun is the latest novel- 
ty in the line of artillery science, the con- 
struction preseating the striking feature of 
the substitution for the usual solid tube in 
high power cannon of a number of longitudi- 
sal steel segments around these being wound 
strips of metal layers of square steel wire 
subjected toa constant tension of 130,000 
pounds to the square inch,aod which so held 
together and covered with an external jacket 
of steel, form the tube of the gan, The clain 
mede for this method is that the inner 
core of the gan allows ‘of a higher physi- 
cal condition and degree of special elasticity 
than it is possible to produce in the larger 
masses of metal heretofore used, In the 
breech-block of this gun a continuous thread 
ia used, and when the block is thrown open 
for charging, a latch locks it, so that it can- 
not be turned until it enters the breech. 
This insures proper centering of the threads 
under all circumstances, and a consequent 
miaimam of wear. At the breech of the 
gun the steel segments are covered by more 
than thirty layers of the square wire, the 
number increasing as the muzzle is reached. 
The ordinary charge will generare 50,000 
pounds’ pressure, and 60,000 pounds per 
aquare inch can be reached with entire 
safety.

During the lifetime of the late Khedive it 
left His Highnoas all ible initiative ; it 
was never offered without necessity, and it 
was generally followed with gratitude. 
Clearly, the young Khedive is being warned 
that British advice, intervention and gov- 
ernment will be concealed under a glove of.

world. As to the future, the Foreign Se-- 
retary states that the fabric of administra- 
tion which had been constructed must be 
maintainedand improved until itconstitutes 
a reliable guarantee for the welfare of 
Egypt.

In the case of beer, 
on the other hand, the effect of the liquor 
monopoly on the habits of the Swiss @ 
is unmistakable, The consumption of beer 
in Switzerland increased between 1885 and 
1890 from thirty-six litres per capita to 
forty-five litres, showing an advance o 
some 25 per cent.

Where is the Largest Shop in the World 7 


There appears to be a wide difference of 
opinion as te which isthe largest shop in 
the world, honours being divided between 
Whiteley’s, of London ; Wannamaker’s, of 
Philadelphia ; and the Bon Morche, Paris, 
Judging from the number of employes, 
however, the first named would seem to be 
the most extensive business. William 
Whiteley started twenty-six years ago with 
a couple of assietants ; a few years later 
there were 16 hands ; te-day Whiteley has 
over 5,000 employes, his manager durin 
his early struggles, Mr. Jamea Keith, sti 
superintending some 62 departments, which 
cover more than 15 acres of ground. The 
system by which the business of the 
‘universal provider” is conducted is 
decidedly novel, yet thoroughly practical, 
The head of each department keeps a shop, 
is responsible for the turnover to the chief, 
buys the goods, prices them —indeed, does 
everything as if it were his own concern, 
for Whiteley seldom buys, except it be » 
$100,000 or $150,000 line, or anything 
above the limit of purchase allowed to ths 
*“‘ shopkeeper.” Out of the 5,000 employes 
1,000 are exclusively employed in the build- 
ing ; there are 400 clerks, and 1,650 as- 
sistante sit down to dinner every day. To 
feed this little army of shop assistants for 
one day the amount of fe required is 
enormous, 20 carvers whose profession it is 
to wieldthe knife being called in to kee 

late after plate replenished. But this smal 
ttalion has to be comfortably lodged and 
slept, aud for this purpose a whole street 
is rented. Thereare 
each presided over by a housekeeper, who 
looks to the comfort of those who occupy 
her twolve to eighteen rooms, as the case 
may be. For delivery of parcels and what- 
not, 350 horses havestabling accommodation; 
there are 250 vans and carte, while 30 large 
vans are requ for removals, and carry- 
ing packages gowa to the docks for Anstra- 
lia, New 7 end China.

Three millien parcels 
and two million letters leave the Weetbourne- 
grove establishment every year, The largest 
shop in the United States.is owned by John 
Wannamaker, of Philadelphia, and is a 
wholesale and retail clothing house. The

4,°00. Engines of over 500-horse power 
are sequined to drive the machinery for the 
ordinary convenience of the establishment;

Prices are for prompt cash, the shop 
opening for business at 7.45 a.m., and 
closing at 6 p. m.

The business began in a 
smal] shop, dealing in men’s and boy’s 
clothing, under the name of Wannamaker 
and Brown, on the 15th of April, 1861 and 
has increased until it is now by far the 
largest business establishment of the kind 
in the States, The Bon Marche (cheap 
market) is one of the sights of Paris.

alties. The municipal suthorities may, 
however, change the hours, and may grant 
license to children over 7 years. of to 
perform in circus and other entertainmen 
and the municipal. offcers are empowe 

to eee that the provisions of the license are 
observed. Where a person is convicted of 
ill-treating a child, or of causing a child to 
contravene the law, anyone can bring the 
child before a judge, who, if satisfied that 
it is 86 expedient, may order the child to be 
taken out of the custody of tho offender 
and placed in the hands of a relative until, 
ifa boy, he attains the age of 14, and if a 
girhthe age of 16, provideo that a parent of 
the child is privy to the offence charged. 
Any person or society to whom the child is 
committed shall practically have ental 
control over the child, and any Be can 
order the parent of the child to comtribute 
to its support. That there may be no in- 
justice done to anyone, the Lieutenant- 
Governor in council is empowered at any 
time to discharge a child from custody, or 
to alter or revoke the regulations relating 
to these children. 

A moet important new departure is the 
provision for the appointment of a superin- 
teadent of et meets (297 dependentchildren, 
whose salary shall be veted by the Legisla- 
ture. His duty will be to encourage and 
assist’ the organization of children's aid 
societies for the protection of children from 
craelty, and for the due care of neglected 
and dependent children in temporary homes 
or shelters and the placing of such children 
in properly selected homes. This officer will 
also visit and inspect industrial schools and 
temporary homes or shelters, and when so 
directed the place of abode of any child 
boarded out under this act. He will see 
that a record is kept of all committals under 
the act and of full particulars in each case 
and shall prepare an annual report of the 
matters dealt with. Provision is further 
made for the establishment of shelters for 
young children, who are proved to be neglect- 
ed, in every city and town having a popula. 
tion of over 10,000 inhabitanta, Existing 
orphan asylums may be used for such 
asylums, with the consent of the trustees of 
these institutions, or the children may be 
placed in desirable private tamiles, but in no 
instance is the home or shelter to be under 
the same management as a poor house of 
refuge or any penal establishment. When 
a children’s aid society is established in any 
oa ted it will have the management or 
these children, and the corporation will pay 
the necessary expenses. In each electoral 
district a citizens’ visiting committee will be 
appointed, and it 1s mosatsatisfactory to note 

t the Provincial Secretary has taken cog- 
nizance of woman's interest in the gréat 
work by providing that three out of the six 
members must be women. ‘Lhis committee 
will so-operate with the children’s aid socie- 
ties, and shall be what their name applies. 
If properly selected, the careful supervision 
of the children will be insured. This com- 
mittee is to be appointed by the county 
judge, the sheriff and the M.P.P. for the 
district, and will held office for three years.

An Important Law Case. 

In the High Court of Justice, Common 
Pleas Division. Simmons and Kilpatrick vs. 
Thompson & Sons. The above ease which 
posesses more than ordinary local interest has 
been so far in favor of the plaintiffs, as ap- 
pears by the Belleville papers. The action 
was brought abont a yearago by the plaintiffs 
against the defendants, to recover the value 
of certain saw logs and timber delivered on 
Moira river and the railway track for the de- 
fendants during the epring of the year 1892, 
bot while the defendants refused to pay on 
various grounds of non-delivery, non-accept- 
ance, failure to comply with terme of con— 
tract, etc., upon all of these pointe the Judge 
finds against the defendants and in favor of 
the plaintiffs. 

The action was originally begun in the 
County Court of the County of Hastings, but 
upon the objectons of the defendants,who in 
their pleadings raised the question of juris 
diction, the plaintiffs moved the action into 
the Superior Court, and came up for trial at 
the recent Belleville Assizes, The trial Judge 
refering the whole case to the local Judge of 
the High Court, C.P., Fralick, Eeq., at Belle- 
ville, pursuant to the revised statutes of Ox- 
tario, who has just filed bis report, finding 
in favor of the plaintiffs on all the pointe in 
contreyersary as above stated.

The Befeueree of Iedta. 


In resigning his position aa Commander- 
in-Chiet of the Indian Army, General Lord 
Roberts recently delivered a most impor- 
tant address at bay. Excesdingly popu- 
lar, aa well ea admired and ree . it 
was not surprising that i t ban- 
quet should have been tendered te him 

| Bpon that occasion, and that hie remarks 
| Tegarding the defences ot our Indian Em- 
pire should have been widely commented 
upon both at home and abroad. Mecause 
Lord Roberts is no carpet soldier, His 
views are derived fram keen insight and 
long experience, and have been vigorousl 
put into tice. For many years, edeod, 
Sit Frederick Roberts ranked with Sir 
Garnet Wolseley as one of the two leading 
British generals of the time, though bis 
| prowess and success had been mainly linmit- 
ed to the active operations of frontier 
warfare. There, however, his brilliant 
= wonderful marches over difficult 
ground, and genins for striking bard and 
swift blows at the enemy's most vital point, 
have made his name as famous as the Red 
River, Ashantee and Fey tain campaigas 
have that of General Lor Wolseley. 

Coming therefore from an officer who 
knows A‘ghaniatan, the Northwest frontier 
and border States of India, together with 
its general defences, as perhaps no other 
man can, the following remarks at Bombay 
are moat important : 

It in impossible to exaggerate the value of 
our frontier defences in counteracting the 
front of an open attack from the direction 
of Afghanistan. These defences have te- 
cured the'frontier arsenala and the main 
line of communication to the rear. In the 
event of the troops being engaged in oper- 
ations on « large scale across the border 
these defences will furnish an advance basia 
for the field ae The morsel effect is also 
extremely beneficial in affording proof of 
the determination of Great Britain to falfil 
her engagements to protect the Afghans 
against foreign aggression.” 

And he aah to point out the importance 
of a mobile and well equipped field army as 
an essential part of the system of frontier 
defence. Without that the moat thorough 
“scientific frontier” would be comparatively 
useless; with it, many omissions. in that 
respect may be overcome. But he states 
that, while the border defences are in 
splendid shape, “‘the army in ‘India haa 
never been more efficient.” That army 
numbers 218,000 men of all ranke, the 
Raropean division comprising 74,000 and 
the native es British officers — 
144,000 men. sides this regular army 
there is a very large irregular force of 
native troops, perhaps 400,000 or 500,000, 
a up by the Princes of Feudatory India, 
and who, like the Nizam of Hy bad, 

| went be only too glad to have an oppor. 
tunity of ofering their services in time of 
war. Many of them, indeed, followed the 
Nizam's offered gift of $1,090,000 a year for 
three years in order to protect: the Indian 
frontier, by making similar proffera a few 
years since, 

We inay therefore conclude that Russia, | 
if she cares to cause trouble, will meet an 
ample and formidable defence upon the 
frontier and in the interior of our vast 
Indian Empire. 


They Flock to Cities, 


Some indication of the movement of oe 
lation to the large centres may be gathered 
from the census figures. In 1881 there were 
in Canada 34 cities and towns each having 
more than 5,000 inhabitants ; now there are 
forty-seven. Six of these—St. John, N.B., 
Obariubtatowa, OP. EK. L, &t. Catharines, 
Ont, Three Rivers, Que., Levis, Que., and 
Port Hope—show slight decreases duriig 
the decade. The remaining forty-one show 
substantial growth, and many of them have 
gone forward by leaps and nde, Van- 
couver, B. C., with a population of 13,685, 
has sprung into existence during the tea 
years. Next in point of progress come 
three Western cities -New Westminster, B. 
C., with an increase equal to 342 per cent.; 
Winnipeg, 221 per cent.; and Victoria, B. 
©., 134 per cent. Two municipalitits in 
Hochelaga, suburbs of Montresl, have 
flourished exceedingly. They are St. Henri 
which showa an increase of 109 per cent. 
and St. Cunegonde, which has ex ded 
by 91 per cent. Of the older cities Toronto 
has been by far the most | rage Ita

The great naval review in New York 
harbor hae caused the Montreal Star to 
moralixe « little on the effect this event wily 
have on the peace of the nations. The 
Star thinks that the spectacle of the war- 
shipa of Europe fraternizing under the flag 
of a nation whose boast it is that it needs 
no large armament, is a cirious bit of 
evidence tending to show how fully the 
world is at peace, A warascare is an un- 
failing source of emolument‘to the special 
correspondents of the old world capitals, 
but the genuine indications of the trend of 
the times point with greater unanimity 
than may be thought toward continued 
peace, There is always the possibility that 
a stray spark may drop into some odd cor- 
ner of the many powder magazines of the 
world, but thie will be an accident and not 
the result-—aa it has been sooftenin the past 
— of deliberate purpose. Statesmen, of course, 
do not drill, support and equip armiea to 
grow cabbages. They are intended to fight, 
if there is any. fighting to be done. Bat 
there are no signs to be seen at present of 
any European war lord endeavoring te 
force a quarrel upon gnother people. Nor 
is there any reason for charging that this 
is but “idle seeming.” One need not go 
very far back in the history of the world to 
find cases in which governments have de- 
liberately and with malice asforethought 
compelled others to goto war. A nation 
may become obviously aggressive and even 
insolent; and in so doing presents a spec- 
tacle very different from that which. the ob 
server will now find in Europe. Rassia, with 
a deadly famine in her vitals and an empty 
war chest, ie not moving down upon the 
Balkans or raga ‘the reof of the 
world” in Pamir. It has been a long time 
since Russia has been so quiet ; and if the 
speech of the young Czarowitz the other 
day means anything, the Bear is becomin 
doubtful of the wisdom ot his alliance wit 
France against the Dreibund, and ia inclined 
to get on friendlier terms with Germany, 
Should this prove to be the object of the 
address in question, it will mark « long 
step toward permanent peace. The Drei- 
bund, with Russia as a friendly ally, would 
be too strong for France to venture upon an 
attempt to wrest ‘ the lost provinces’ from 
ite leading member, while Russia wonld be 
restrained from ranning any risk of war 
with England by her new friends of the 
Tripple Alliance, who would be very loth, 
ndeed, to drive Britam and France into an 
alliance. Apart from this, however, the 
clouds are fast a over the danger- 
ous storm centre in Europe—Alsace and 
Lorraine. Both France and Germany 
have other things to think of. The 
Panama scandals and the peril that 
they carried so near to the feet of 
many public men—besides those 0 hare 
engulfed—have kept the French leaders too 
busy saving the Republic and themselves 
for many thoughts of revenge to disturb 
them. Then in Germany the bill to increase 
the — inspite of the anxiops support 
iven it by the Emperor and the powerfal 
influence of the Chancellcr, is now practi- 
cally certain to be rejected by the voice of 
the people. The peasantry are beginnin 
to understand that war isa game in whic 
they supply the men and the money while 
others get the glory ; hence their disposition 
to call ‘“‘time.” Italy is wearing her life 
out trying to sustain an army several sizes 
too large for her, and she must soe! ate up 
the task. Then the meeting of the Bebring 
Sea arbitration in Paris is not without sig- 
nificance, There lies in this dispute tinder 
enough to have started a dozen wars in the 
old days ; and yet these two great English- 
speaking nations have referred the mattor 
to a court, just as two disagreeing citizens

The Mermon Tomple. 


The pictures we have seen of the huge 
Mormon tem in Salt Lake City, which 
was dedicated last werk, do not lead us to 
believe that it is a masterpiece of architec- 
ture, though thousands of the Utah saints 
have been engeged in the construction of 
it during the past forty years, and over five 
millions of dollars have been spent upon it- 
Judging from the pictures, it does not pos; 
sess any featere of artistic merit or interest. 
it is mot majestic or splendid ; it is not 
gracefub; it is not in any way imposing ; 
there is nothing of the august or even the 
grandiose about it; it is merely a huge and 
clumsy structure, with heavy, awkward, 
and stultified towers at each end of it. It 
is not an inspiration to faith; itis not an 
expression of spiritual aspiration ; it is not 
conducive to the worship of the Deity in 
whose name it has been erected, or provo- 
cative of belief in the religion of which it is 
the sanctuary. It is ignoble in all its out- 
ward parts. Itis a piece of botchwork. 
It can never give fame to its architect. We 
are told that its interior decorations are 
rich and showy. weer may be for all we 
know, The original Mormon Temple in 
Nanvoo had some agreeable features in its 
courses of polished limestone; an the old 
Mormon .Tabernacle in Salt Lake City is a 
mawmive curiosity: but from an artittic 
point of view the Temple just dedicated is 
hardly worthy even of that hotchpot of 
superstition and imposture knoown as 
Mormonism,

| His successors for three generations had 


held eminent offices in the state and court | 
under the three monarchs of the House of | 


Lancaster, the last of whom, Henry VI., 
his father served as Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, and as Lord Chamberlain of the 
— household. The founder of the house 
of by was born May 24, in the first year 
of Edward IV., 1461, and was sommoned 
to parliament by the title of Baron Stanley. 
His marriage with the daughter of Richard 
Neville, Karl of Salisbury, whose brother, 
the celebrated Warwick, bad Edward 
IV. on the throne, introduced him to the 
favor of that prince.” Warwick afterwards 
importuned Stanley to join him in 
arms against Kdward, and received a firm 
denial. 

Stanley was afterwards entrusted with 
the command of the right wing of the King’s 
army on the Invasion of Scotland by the 
Duke of Gloucester, where he carried Ber- 
wick by aesault and performed services 
which gave proof of military talents. 
Richard now became Protector and Lord 
Stanley continued te rise in royal favor. 
He was allowed to marry Margaret of Lan- 
caster, mother of King Henry V1I., who 
had become for the second time a widow, 
her first husband was the Earl of Richmond, 
the King’s father. Her second was Sir 
Henry Stafford, son of the Great Duke of 
Buckingham. When the royal Margaret 
married Lord Stanley, to prove that she 
only wanted a protector, she took a vow of 
continency, administered by Bishop Fisher, 
which decument is still extant in Cam- 
bridge. The splendor of her rank and vast 
fortune raised many competitors for her 
hand. 

In the remarkable scene which ended in 
the death of Lord Hastings at the Council 
Table ef the Tower, Stanley was wounded 
and arrested. When Richard wa: placed 
on the throne Stanley was raised to the ex- 
alted dignity of High Constable of England. 
The Duke of Buckingham having proposed 
the plan, which cost him his head, of salut- 
ing the Earl of Richmond as king, Richard 
compelled Lord Stanley to lock up the 
Countess Margaret and to deliver up Lord 
Strange, his son, as hostess for his f r’a fi- 
delity. Lord Stanley secretly allied his forcs- 
with Richmond’s, but when the main arm. 
ies advanced together he held his forces 
alegf in the dreadfal hesitation between 
his coneern for the life of his son and re- 
gard for his honor pledged to Richmond. 
At that instant Richard sent this messa 
to him :—‘ That he had sworn by God's 
death to cut off Strange’s head if Stavley 
did not join him.” Stanley, with Roman 
spirit, replied that ‘‘ he bad more sons, and 
would not promise to. come to him that 
time,” and then rushed into the battle for 
Richmond. St e was, however, not bhe- 
headed, but after the battle delivered to 
his father. 

Lord Stanley — the crown on Rich- 
mond’s head. This was King Henry to 
whose mother Stanley was married. For 
his great services the King created Stanley 
Rarl of Derby. i 

The same Bavidow of Derby haa been 
transmitted through the Stanleya down in 
an unchequered course and through a race 
of nobles of pre-eminent celebrity for over 
a space of 400 years, a remarkable excep- 
tion to the changeful career of other titles 
of i antiquity and eminence.

A Vancouver, B. C., telegram says t—-As 
an outgrowth of the late political agitation 
here, « petition was put in circulation, for 
the purpose of obtaining signatures through. 
out all the mainland of Britieh Colambia. 
Thé petition is addressed to the Governor. 
General of Canada, and cites the alleged 
wrongs of the mainland. It shows that all 
the rural districts, without regard to their 
political leaning are erying oat for larger 
appropriations for works of development. 
It quotes the estimates submitted te the 

isiature at its last session, showing a 
deficit of $216,000, to be made up from 
borrowed money in order to on the 
ordinary work of the country. Is declares 
that with full knowledge of these facts the 
Government, while refusing appropriations 
for necessary works of develo¢ment, has 
taken power to borrow $600,000, to meet 
the firet estimate of the cost of the new and 
unnecessary capitol buildings; that the 
Government has promised consideration to 
the domand of the projected British Pacific 
Railway, which demand is fora guaraniee 
of interest atfour per cent. per annum upon 
the bonds of the said railway to the amount 
of six million dollars. 

The petition further shows that the Leg- 
islative Assembly of the province is and 
has not been, for many years, representa 
tive of the people of the province; that the 
Assembly is non-representative to an ex- 
tent entirely subversive to the principles of 
responsible government, and proves this by 
quoting returns from the last general clec- 
tion, The Lieut. -Governor’s broken promise 
is quoted, in which he said at the opening 
of the House in January: ‘'The time has 
arrived when the altered conditions of the 
province demand a change in the method of 
popular representation in the Legislative 
Assembly and a measure of redistribution 
will, therefore, be submitted to you.” 

The petition further contrasts the area 
revenueand population of the mainland as 
compared with the Island of Vancouver, 
which is much to the advantage of the 
former, It shows that the resources from 
the development of which the presperity of 
the country must come, lies largely on the 
mainland, In concluding the petition ob- 
jects to the resources of the province being 
spentin non-productive under takings and 
suggests the separation of the mainland 
from the island as the surest means of re- 
lief from the existing evil.

A Vessel Which Will @at-rival the Cam- 
pania, 

A London (Eng.) despatch says:—-The new 
Cunarder Campania is soon to have a rival 
in the new White Star veasel, designed to be 
larger, awifter, and in every way more re- 
markable. Her builders are making a great 
secret of her construction and all informa. 
tion is withheld. However, it has leaked 
out that she is to be called the Gigantic. 

While the Campania, the largest vessel 
now afloat, is 620 feet long, 65 feet beam, 
and of 30,000 horsepower, the new Gigantic 
will be longer than the Great Eastern. 

Her dimensions are 700 feet length, 68 
feet beam, and 45,000 horsepower. She 
will therefore be 8 feet longer than the 
Great Eastern, but 15 feet less in breadth, 
The horse power of the Great Easterns 
engines, however, was less than 8,000.

Municipal Debentures. 

A bill which possesses a strong personal 
interest for members of municipal councils 
received its second reading in the Legisla~ 
ture last week. It provides for the imposi- 
tion of # fine of $200 on each member of any 
municipal council that neglects to set aside a 
sinking fand annually where it is necessary 
to make provision to meet the payment of 
debentures falling due. Many municipal 
councils have been remiss in this matter in 
the past, the members contenting themselves 
with providing for payment of the annual 
interest and leaving ‘ posterity’ to worry 
about the principal.

“If 
only ten years back it had been said that 
persons could without inconvenience 
and without danger over a distance of 
thirty-one miles in one hour, the tale would 
have treated Jas one of those vision- 
ary stories which in former days were the 
amusements of the nursery.” 

In the firet ten weeks of its existence this 
road carried 70,000 passengers, but it was 
not until December of the sane year that 
the first freight trains were started. On 
mber, 1830, the Planet 
locomotive took the first load qf freight 
from Liverpool to Manchester. Eighteen 
care or “‘waggons,” were attached, carrying 
200 barrels of flour, 34 sacks of malt, 63 
bags of oatmeal, and 135 bags and bales of 
cotton, the care and their freight weighing 
eighty tons, On this trip the average 
speed. attained on a level was twelve to 
fourteen miles an hour, and the journey 
was made in 2 hours and 54 minutes, in- 
eluding three stops of five minutes each. 
“This,” says a newspaper of the time, 
** was the greatest performance heretofore 
accomplished by any locomotive power.” 

But chis great feat was soon to be outdone. 
By the 25th of the following February a 
new and more powerful engine, called the

railroads was a marvel in construction; but 


the practical railroad man will ask, ‘‘did it 


pay?” It did, from its firet day. In the 
second half of 1832, when it was two years 
old, it carried 86,842 tons of goods oc 39,- 
840 tons of coal, besides 182,823 passengers 
—and this large number of passengers was 
74,000 less than it carried in the first half 
of that year. The total receipts for the 
half year were £80,902; expenses (including 
interest and all other charges), £48,218, 
leaving ® net profit ot £32,623 for the six 
months. In its firet two years and a quarter 
45,509, 

Tt was this line that turned the tide of 
public opinion in England in favor of raile 
roads. Within four or five years the 
foundations of nearly all the great railways 
of England were laid. And a great many 
foundations were laid that were never built 
upon. By 1846 Parliament had passed 272 
acts, authorizing the construction of nearly 
5,090 miles of railroads. Most of these 


roads, of course, were not built. 


Gold th Africa. 


Hardly a doubt remains that Africa is 
about to become easily the greatest source 
of the world’s current gold supply. Many 
good authorities think that the abivaxt 
region alone will lead either America or 
Australia in 1893, and it is believed that 
not less than « billion dollars’ worth of gold 
will be obtained from the fields already 
discovered. The wonderfully rich but 
limited area of which these estimates take 
account does not by any means, 


include all of the gold-producing territory 


in South-eastern Africa. The latest reports | sovereign is about to pass over the territory. wert Poured over the body fifty times, 


from the prospectors at work in Mashona- 
land, a region fully 6°0 miles northeast of 
the Witwatersrandt field in the Transvaal 
Republic, agree in regard to the extraordin- 
ary extent and. productiveness of the 
old d its known for some years to ex- 
ist in that part of Africa. * British com- 
panies are preparing to undertake the de- 
velopment of the Mashonaland fields on a 
large scale, and as the region is not very 
remote from the sea, and is inhabited by 
natives not at all dangerous or difficult to 
deal with, the now famous Transvaal mines 
are likely to have a formidable rival within 
ashort time. Altogether the prospect is 
that South Africa will yield not leas than 
$50,000,000 in gold in 1894, against perhaps 


$34,000,000 in America and as much in! 


Australia. This will mean an increase of 
fully 25 per cent in the total annual product 
of the world, as compared with 1891, and 
of abeut 20 per cent. over last year's 
yield. Such a gain cannot fail to tell’ soon 
upon the relative value of gold and other 
commodities, including silver, and thus 
britig about some measure of the change in 
the purchasing power of money which has 

so earnestly sought by opponents of 
the gold standard. Stranger things have 
often happened than the solving of the cur- 
rency problems of the day by the gold 
miners of hitherto insignificant regions of 
South Africa.

The lot of a Turk who has to bear the 
whims and caprices of his numerous wives 
is anything but an enviable one.

deep as the mystery of dead wild animals 
~-I mean wild animals that die pataral 
deaths, The four-footed dwellers in the 
woods certainly do not live forever, Age 
and disease must carry them off regularly, 
as human beings are carried off, but what 
becomes of their bedies t I never heard of 
a coming across a dead bear or deer or 
wildcat or fox in the woods that had died 
from natural causes, I found the carcass 
of a big five. buck in the woods 
onos, bata rattlesnake, also dead, had its 
fangs buried in the deer's nostrils, There 
had evidently been a fight to the death be- 
tween the reptile and the beast. Another 
time 1 followed the trail of a bear from a 
clearing where it had stolen « your sheep. 
Tcame upon the headless body of t sheep 
a mile or so out of the trail, and half a mile 
further on, near. the edge of a swamp, I 
was surprised to find the dead body of the 
bear. Its jaws were open, and its glass 
eyes were pushed far ont of its head, 
held ® post-mortem examination on the 
dead bear and found the sheep's head 
in its throat. How or why the bear ever 
permitted it to get there I am unable te 
explain. 1 have many times found other 
dead wild animals in the woods, but never 
one that did not show unquestionable evi- 
dence of having died from violence of some 
kind. Every woodsman will tell you the 
same. 

‘I don’t believe there is anything more 
curious in nature than the beck's horas 
They begin to make their appearance in 
the spring of the buck’s second year, The 
first sign of their coming is a swelling of 
the skin over the spote on top of the head 
from which the horns are to rise. The 
antlers are now budding, for on the awelling 
spots are the footstalks from which they 
are to nay cba the arteries of the head— 
the antlers being, in all their preliminary 
or cartilaginous stages but parts of the 
animal's general syatem—are beginning to 
deposit on them, little by little, but with 
great rapidity, the bony matter ot which 
the finished horns are com A the 
antlers grow the skin still stretches over 
them, and continues todo so until they 
have reached their natural size and become 
solid horn. This is the a in the 
growth of the antlers that is technically 
known among hunters as the time when the 
buck is ‘in velvet.’ “The skin is, indeed, a 
beautiful velvet covering, and all beneath 
it is, in fact, simply a great tissue of blood 
vessels, While the horns continue soft and 
a part of the deer’s nervous and veinous 
structure, the arteries which run up from 
the head through them make furrows in 
the yielding substance. It is these furrows 
that give to the buck’s horns their rough, 
corrugated surface when they have become 
hardened. 

** The buck’s first horna do not arrive ad 
the dignity of antlers, They are simply 
graceful, sharp-pointed spikes; hence the 
term ‘spike buck’ amonghunters. Eack - 
succeeding year adds a prong, though, and 
when the buck is adorned with his proud 
head gear of five prongs all hunters know 
that he can’t be less than seven years old. ' 
The five-prong antler is the perfect and 
complete one, and any more prongs have no 
significance except as freaks. Bat the vel- 
vety skin, with its delicate subarterial 
structure, growa with and envelope all the 
great spread ot the five-prong aatlee aa well 
as the tew inches of the young buck’sapike. - 
As long as the horns are in velvet they are 
extremely tender and entirely useless, 
The soft skin must therefore be removed, 
but not suddenly nor roughly, and not until 
another extraordi & in the develop- 
ment of the horns is completed. The art- 
eries and their circulation must be discon- 
nected from the horns before the skin is 
broken, or the result would be the turning 
of the large quantity of blood back to the 
brain or some internal organ and death 
be the result. This dan is prevented 
and the desired end at the same time ac- 
complished by the formation of « h 
ring of bone around the base ot the 
horns, notches being left in at first for the 
passage of the arteries, These openings 
are gradually contracted as new bone forms 
until the arteries are compressed as by « 
ligature, and the circulation above the ring 
of bone is effectually » The velvet 
skin, thus deprived of its vital source, 
dries up and peels off the horns, a 
which the buck now hastens by rubbing his 
antlers against the trunk of trees, This rub- 
bing against the trees displaces more or less 
bark, and leaves a favorite sign to the ob- 
servant bunter Dacor ee the woods 
that there are deer about. When the vel- 
vet is off tLe horns they have reached their 
perfect stage, 

“That the sweeping, powerful antlers 
of a mature buek, which he carries #0 
proudly and defiantly, should be but the 
growth of a fortnight or #0 does not seem 
possible, but such is the fact, When early 
spring comes again a new set of horns be- 
gins tosproat. They spring from the head 
ike a growing plant, and push last year’s 
antiers from their place. These fall from the 
buck’s head. The new horns soon crown him 
again diy, bat what becomes of the 
cast-off set? Ihave asked that one ques- 
tion scores of times, and paused for reply.

It holds more than 3,000 prec- 
ious stones, more than 2,700 of which are 
diamonds. The golden head-band holds 
two rows of pearls, the lower having 129 
and the upper 112 of these treasured 
stones. Between these bands in front 
is a large sapphire, and behind is a «mall 
sapphire—small only when compared 
with the one in front, however—with eix 
still emalier ones and eight emeralds. 
Between the sapphires fore and aft are 
ornaments containing 286 diamonds. 
Surmounting the band are eight sap- 
phires, above which are eight diamonds, 
anc eight featoons which hold 160 dia~ 

| monds, and in the front, set in aMaltese 
cross composed of seventy-five large dia- 
nionds, is a magnificent ruby given to the 
Black Prince in 1367 by Pedro, king 
of Castile, and which was worn by that 
dashing monarch Henry V. on his hel- 
met.at the battle of Agincourt. 

In addition to these, three crosses 
containing 386 diamonds are set around 
the upper part of the crown, between 
which are four ornaments, each holding 
a ruby in its centre, and containing re- 
spectively eighty-four,eighty-five,eighty- 
six and eighty-seven diamonds. From 
the crosses rise four arches composed of 
oak leaves and acorns, the oak leaves 
containing 728 diamonds, and the acorns 
thirty-two in number—made each of 
a single pearl set in cups composed of 
diamonds. Surmounting the arches is 
the base of the cross which surmounts 
the whole. The base, or mound, as it is 
called, contains 548 diamonds, and the 
cross—-the crowning glory of all this 
magnificence—contains a huge sapphire 
and 112 diamonds. ’ 

Of course, anything so grand as this is 
worth a great deal of money, and the val- 
ue placed upon it by experts is $1,500, 
000-——although it may be doubted if any 
one could buy it for twice that amount, 
It is kept in a great iron cage, along with 
the other crown jewels, in the Tower of 

Tvuden, which is at all times strongly 
guarded, as well it may be, for with the 
rest of the precious stones and crowns 
and other valuables comprising the re- 
galia, the contente of the cage are esti- 
mated as being worth £3,000,000 or 
$15,000,000. |

FRUIT AND FLOWERS. 


It iano small boast that Ontario is the 
apple orchard of the world, but ne other 
conclusion can be come to, from an inspeo- 
tion of the thousands of plates of fruit that 
crowd the tables of the Ontario court in 
the weatern annex of the horticultural 
building. These were collections of Mr. A. 
Bi. Settel, of Grimsby, Superintendent of
